TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF 
THE  BOROUGH  OF  MACCLESFIELD. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of 
the  Department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1950. 

While  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  estimated 
population,  the  number  of  live  births  has  increased  by  twenty 
as  compared  with  last  year,  while  there  have  been  28  less 
deaths. 

Infant  Mortality  of  15  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the 
Borough,  and  the  mortality  rate  of  30.48  approaches  more 
nearly  than  ever  before  the  national  figure  of  29.8. 

Fifty-six  mild  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  concluded  the  outbreak  which  commenced  in  the 
Autumn  of  1949  when  there  were  120  cases. 

An  outbreak  of  Measles  chiefly  affecting  children  under  5 
years  occurred,  but  was  of  a  mild  type  and  there  were  no 
deaths. 

There  were  twelve  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  two  of 
whom  were  actually  Congleton  cases  diagnosed  in  West  Park 
Hospital.  Two  cases  died  and  five  others,  only  two  of  whom 
were  children,  suffered  varying  degrees  of  paralysis. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  offering  my  thanks  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  and  support  they  have  given  me  and  to  the  Heads  and 
staffs  of  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation. 

In  conclusion  I  must  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  and 
loyalty  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

These  figures  show  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  20.  In 
1949  there  was  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  29.

REPORT  OM  THE  SURVEY  OF  MACCLESFIELD, 

AND  PARKSlOE  HOSPITAL. 


A  mass  miniature  radiography  survey  was  carried  out  in 
Macclesfield  and  Parkside  Hospital  from  8th  May,  1950  to  30th 
June,  1950  and  on  10th  July,  1950. 

All  firms  employing  fifty  or  more  persons  were,  in  the  first 
instance,  circularised  with  a  view  to  participating  in  the  sur¬ 
vey. ^  Kleven  firms  who  were  circularised  did  not  co-operate, 
but  in  all  arrangements  were  made  with  62  firms  for  their  em¬ 
ployees  to  attend  the  Unit  at  one  or  other  of  the  eleven  centres.

The  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Superinten¬ 
dent  were  two  cardiac  conditions  and  one  case  of  substernal 
thyroid. 

The  cases  referred  to  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician 
were  bronchiectasis  (2),  post  pneumonic  fibrosis  (1),  pleural 
thickening  (1),  substernal  thyroid  (1),  neoplasm  right  lung 
root  (1),  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (4),  healed  tuber¬ 
culosis  (2). 


Gommefits. 

Comment  may  be  made  on : — 

(1)  The  fairly  good  average  response  from  the  employed 
persons,  although  in  one  or  two  instances  the  response 
was  very  low  (vide  Table  IV).  The  response  of  the 
general  public  (1722)  was  also  very  gratifying. 

(2)  The  low  incidence  of  active  tuberculosis  found — a  rate  of 
0.7  per  1,000  examinees,  is  a  very  low  figure.  This  figure 
can  have  various  interpretations — it  is  not  the  purpose  of 
this  report  to  analyse  in  detail  the  figures  given.  I  do  not 
think,  however,  that  the  figure  will  be,  or  should  be  taken 
as  any  index  of  the  amount  of  tuberculosis  in  the  district. 
In  a  survey  of  this  type  which  is  quite  voluntary,  such 
an  interpretation  would  be  quite  erroneous. 

(3)  The  higher  incidence  (4.5  per  1,000  examinees)  of  active 
tuberculosis  found  in  the  patients  of  Parkside  Hospital 
is  in  accordance  with  the  usual  finding  and  needs  no 
further  comment. 

In  conclusion,  the  Unit  would  like  to  place  on  record  its 

thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Macclesfield  Borough  Council, 
Dr.  H.  R.  Dugdale,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  staff,  whose  whole-hearted  co-operation  helped  to 
make  the  Unit’s  visit  a  success.

Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1950,  5()  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  and  47  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  1949,  120  cases  were  notified  and  84  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria 

During  1950  two  notifications  of  Diphtheria  were  received 
and  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Immunization 

Since  1939  when  immunization  on  a  general  scale  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  in  Macclesfield,  9,487  children  have 
been  inoculated.  Analysis  shews  that  at  the  31st  December, 
1950,  there  have  been  treated  1,667  children  of  pre-school  age 
— a  percentage  of  63.55 — and  3,943  belonging  to  the  5—15 
age  group,  giving  a  percentage  of  91.59 — the  remaining  3,877 
being  over  15  years. 

These  figures  are  shewn  in  tabular  form  (see  Table  V) 
according  to  the  various  age  groups  for  1939  onwards.  Thus 
the  figures  for  those  children  0 — 5  are  shewn  for  each  year  to 
the  right  of  the  top  thick  line,  while  those  of  school  children 
5 — 15  years  are  given  between  the  two  thick  lines,  those  below 
the  lower  left  line  being  over  15  at  the  date  mentioned.  Adjust¬

therefore  excluded  from  the  5 — 15  school  group. 

Enteric  Fever 

No  cases  of  Para-typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

One  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  notified  during  the 
year,  and  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified  during 
the  year  and  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  During 
1949  three  cases  were  notified. 
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Erysipelas 

9  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified.  During  last  year 
15  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough. 

Dysentery 

Three  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  from  the  County 
Mental  Hospital  and  d9  in  the  Borough,  of  which  10  received 
treatment  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Acute  Pneumonia 

During  the  year  29  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  The 
total  for  1949  was  36  cases. 

IVleasles 

568  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with  31 
last  year. 

Whooping  Gough 

139  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with 
114  last  year. 

Tuherculosis 

Twenty-hve  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
and  six  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  making  a  total  of 
31  cases,  compared  with  20  Pulmonary  and  10  Non-Pulmonary 
a  total  of  30  last  year. 

Thirteen  Pulmonary  cases  received  Sanatorium  treat¬ 
ment  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  hospital 
treatment. 

Lice  Infestation 

In  spite  of  persistent  efforts  by  the  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  to  reduce  this  evil,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
there  is  still  a  very  wide  incidence  of  this  condition.  As  pre¬ 
viously  observed,  adults  play  a  very  important  part  in  main¬ 
taining  fresh  infection. 

It  is  now  the  practice  to  treat  all  such  cases  with  D.D.T. 
and  where  opportunities  are  granted  to  use  this  insecticide 
excellent  results  are  obtained. 

Scabies 

Hurdsfield  House  Treatment  Centre  continued  to  be  used 
as  the  treatment  centre  for  cases  of  scabies,  but  no  treatments 
were  given  during  the  year.

It  is  gratifying  to  record  the  lowest  number  of  Infant  Deaths 
in  the  history  of  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield.  The  figures  below 
indicate,  particularly  since  1930,  how  great  has  been  the  decline  in 
the  so-called  preventable  deaths  of  infancy,  while  the  numbers 
of  premature  births  and  malformations  remains  relatively  stable. 
Of  the  nine  children  who  were  born  and  died  in  hospital,  eight  were 
premature  births  and  two  of  them  had  in  addition,  a  serious  con¬ 
genital  defect.  About  54%  of  all  Macclesfield  births  took  place  in 
Hospital  and  the  figures  do  suggest  that  in  the  majority  of  cases 
in  which  events  connrmed  the  need,  the  mother  had  succeeded  in 
gaming  admission.  The  previous  occasions  on  which  the  infantile 
mortality  was  particularly  low  were  in  4949  and  19'31  when  there 
were  19  deaths,  though  on  each  occasion  births  were  fewer  than 
in  1950.

Of  the  249  mothers  who  were  confined  at  home,  55'  were 
attended  by  Home  Helps  provided  under  Section  29  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act.  Complaints  are  still  being  received  from 
mothers  who  for  various  reasons  have  their  baby  at  home,  over 
the  greater  cost  compared  with  hospital  confinement.

The  number  of  visits  occasioned  by  the  supervision  of  Home 
Helps  has  more  than  doubled  this  year  occasioned  chiefly  by  the 
needs  of  elderly  people.  Temporary  staff  in  place  of  one  of  the 
Health  Visitors  absent  on  sick  leave,  made  it  possible  to  show 
figures  for  visits  and  clinics  little  less  than  last  year.

There  has  been  a  considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  Diph¬ 
theria  Immunization  performed  this  year,  occasioned  by  the  decis¬ 
ion  to  withhold  treatment  during  the  period  when  epidemic 
polioymelitis  was  present  in  the  town. 
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SECTION  27  — AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

Compared  with  1949,  514  more  journeys  were  made  to  carry 
113'6  additional  passengers,  though  the  mileage  shows  a  reduction 
of  2,713. 

The  mileage  per  patient  carried  is  6.2  miles  with  Ambulances, 
4.0'6  for  Sitting  car  and  19.6  for  Hospital  Car  Service.  Last  year 
the  figures  were  6.06  for  Ambulances  and  49.6  for  Hospital  Car 
Service.  The  County  Sitting  Car  came  into  use  only  in  September, 
of  1950. 

In  an  endeavour  to  cut  down  overlapping  journeys,  amicable 
arrangements  were  made  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  a  list  of  the  transport  needs  of  all 
local  hospitals  to  reach  the  office  at  least  24  hours  before  the  actual 
journey.  This  has  made  it  possible  for  the  Ambulance  Supervisor 
to  pass  to-  another  Division  having  transport  coming  into  Maccles¬ 
field,  a  number  of  patients  living  near  the  route,  to  allot  outlying 
sitting  cases  not  on  an  ambulance  or  car  route  to  the  Hospital  Car 
Service  and  to  arrange  as  far  as  possible  circular  tours  for  the 
County  owned  vehicles. 

Operating  with  the  minimum  of  personnel  and  vehicles  it  has, 
on  occasions,  been  exceedingly  difficult  to  keep  appointments. 
During  the  winter  months,  as  many  as  three  vehicles  have  been 
held  up  for  many  hours  on  several  occasions  owing  to  road  condi¬ 
tions  between  here  and  Manchester.

SECTION  29— DOMESTIC  HELP. 

This  is  by  far  the  most  difficult  and  complex  of  the  services 
provided. 

Apart  from  apparently  straightforward  cases  being  spoilt  by 
an  unforseeable  clash  of  personalities,  the  lighthearted,  almost 
frivolous  guesses  at  an  expected  date  of  confinement  which  some 
mothers  make,  has  been  the  cause  of  much  difficulty  in  the  office 
and  distress  in  the  household  from  which  the  Home  Help  has  had 
to  be  taken  without  notice. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  satisfy  all  the  requests  for  help,  but 
by  devoted  endeavour  on  the  part  of  the  staff  and  long  suffering 
and  tolerance  from  the  majority  of  the  Home  Helps  all  urgent 
needs  have  been  met. 

Increasing  use  of  the  service  is  being  made  by  practitioners 
but  in  some  cases  particularly  in  elderly  patients,  the  need  has 
really  been  for  Nursing.

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EXAMINATION  OF  MILK— 1950 


During  the  year,  46  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanliness  and  Keeping  Quality. 

1.  Accredited  Milk.  Of  the  20  samples  of  accredited  milk 
examined,  15  were  reported  to  be  clean  and  wholesome,  2  con¬ 
tained  Bacillus  Coli — the  germ  most  commonly  found  in  the 
intestine  of  the  cow,  and  3  being  polluted  with  tuberculous 
infection  and  failing  to  pass  the  tests  prescribed  by  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

2.  Heat-treated  Milk,  2  samples  of  such  milk  were 
examined  and  all  proved  to  be  of  wholesome  character. 

3.  Undesignated  Milk,  Of  24  samples  examined  17  were 
satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  cleanliness  or  keeping 
quality  and  seven  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 


THE  TOWN’S  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  the  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  filtered  water  are  made  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  and 
monthly  samples  of  water  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  from  the  consumers’  taps. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  specific  contamination  has  been  identified  but  the 
Corporation  take  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  pollution  in 
acquiring  control  of  the  Gathering  Grounds  to  Trentabank  and 
to  Ridgegate  Reservoirs.  Most  of  these  gathering  grounds 
are  already  in  the  ownership  of  the  Corporation  and  negotia¬ 
tions  are  proceeding  with  a  view  to  purchasing  the  remaining 
land. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and 
farms,  above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from 
public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies.

Offensjve  Trades 

A  survey  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  as  a  result 
it  was  discovered  that  4  persons  were  carrying  on  the  business 
of  Rag  and  Bone  Dealer  without  the  consent  of  the  Borough 
Council.  Informal  action  was  sufficient  to  obtain  the  execution 
of  the  works  necessary  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  standard  of  fitness.  In  the  case  of  the  only  Tripe  Dressing 
establishment  in  the  Borough  the  owner  closed  down  the  busi¬ 
ness  rather  than  carry  out  the  extensive  alterations  which 
were  necessary.  There  are  4  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers  on  the 
Offensive  Trades  Register. 

42  inspections  were  made  and  19  defects  dealt  with. 


Smoke  Abatement 

The  Council  is  a  Member  of  the  National  Smoke  Abate¬ 
ment  Society  and  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke 
Abatement  Committee.  During  the  year  23  half-hourly  obser¬ 
vations  were  made  and  recorded.  In  10  instances  smoke  was 
emitted  in  such  quantity  as  to  be  a  nuisance.  Subsequent 
investigations  on  the  v/orks  showed  that  the  nuisances  were 
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due  to  caieless  firing  or  overloading  of  boilers.  One  Company 
IS  at  present  engaged  in  replacing  their  boilers  by  larger  ones 
and  in  the  installation  of  Economisers  and  Appliances  for 
rorced  Draught;  others  are  arranging  for  Firedoors  designed 
by  the  Department  of  Scientific  Industrial  Research  to  be  fixed 
on  their  boilers  in  replacement  of  doors  of  obsolete  types. 

Contagious  Disease  of  Animals  Acts 

Twenty  cows  were  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Slaughterhouse  during  the  year  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 
One  case  of  Anthrax  was  reported  but  not  confirmed.

Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  31st  March,  1950.  In  order 
that  the  Council’s  Legal  obligations  under  the  Act  can  be 
fulfilled  one  full-time  Rodent  Operative  has  been  engaged. 
Experience  gained  since  he  commenced  work  on  May  1st  has 
shown  that  the  service  is  efficient  and  inexpensive  and  that 
Ratepayers  are  finding  it  advantageous  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  service  provided.  Private  Dwellings  are  treated  free  of 
charge  but  work  carried  out  at  Business  Premises  is  charged 
for  on  a  time  and  material  basis.  A  Test  Bait  carried  out  on  the 
whole  of  the  Sewerage  System  in  the  Borough  showed  that 
Rat  Infestation  of  the  sewers  is  confined  to  the  centre  of  the 
town.  Disinfestation  work  carried  out  on  Private  Dwellings, 
Council  Properties  and  Sewers  is  grant  aided.

The  Dennis  Side  Loading  Refuse  Collector  H.M.B.314  will 
need  to  be  thoroughly  overhauled  in  the  next  financial  year  and 
the  Bedford  Lorry  G.R.F.132  has  reached  the  end  of  its  useful 
life.  In  view  of  the  small  capacity  and  other  disadvantages 
appertaining  to  the  use  of  Thorneycroft  Side  Loading  Refuse 
Collector  H.M.A.605  I  suggest  that  it  be  converted  to  an  open 
lorry  to  replace  the  Bedford  Lorry  which  should  be  disposed  of. 
It  will  also  be  necessary  to  purchase  a  new  Refuse  Collecting 
Vehicle  to  replace  H.M.A.605. 


Serious  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  a  sufficient 
number  of  men  fit  and  strong  enough  to  carry  out  the  work  of 
the  Department  as  the  rates  of  pay  recommended  by  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Whitley  Council  are  not  high  enough  to  compete  with 
the  rates  of  pay  in  industry.  A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was 
maintained  during  the  summer  months  but  it  was  found 
impossible  to  do  this  during  the  winter  or  during  the  weeks 
immediately  after  Bank  holidays. 
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Street  scavenging,  including  the  cleansing  of  street 
gulleys  has  not  been  as  efficient  or  frequent  as  is  desirable  due 
to  lack  of  suitable  labour.  The  Thorneycroft  Lewin  Sprinkler/ 
Sweeper/Collector  was  thoroughly  overhauled  during  the  year 
at  a  cost  of  £500.  A  very  welcome  improvement  in  its  efficiency 
and  usefulness  resulted.  Salvage  other  than  kitchen  waste  is 
collected  at  the  same  time  as  Refuse  and  in  order  to  facilitate 
collection  and  separation  a  trailer  has  been  attached  to  each 
of  the  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles.  160  Kitchen  Waste  Bins  have 
been  placed  throughout  the  Borough.  These  are  emptied  and 
sterilised  weekly.  Many  requests  for  their  removal  mainly  on 
aesthetic  grounds,  are  received.

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Two  Cleaners,  One  Male  and  One  Female  are  fully  em¬ 
ployed  on  maintaining  the  conveniences  in  a  cleanly  condition. 
The  cost  of  repairs  and  replacements  due  to  wilful  damage  is 
heavy. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  the 
work  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff  has  increased  in  quantity  and 
scope.  Although  some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  matter 
of  hygienic  conditions  and  methods  in  food  premises  much 
remains  to  be  done.  The  inspection  of  so  many  dwelling 
houses  in  need  of  repair  and  the  Meat  Inspection  Rota  at  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouses  leave  the  Inspectorate  with 
only  a  limited  amount  of  time  available  for  other  duties. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
the  kind  and  considerate  manner  in  which  I  have  been  received 
and  all  Members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
support.
